The Traders' 
opened at' M in the morning and closed at 
C in the afternoon, aud the Inst official did 
not leuve until 7, at which time my (.atlicr 
•went on duty. 
Ho wns on from that Lour 


until 7 in 'he morning, but was not sup- 
posed to be awako ail the time. He had a 
cot-bod in the ollice, aud mauy a night 
slept u!I ni,!;lit without occe opening ids 
eyes, although ho was supposed to sleep so 
lightly that every noise would arouse him. 
lie was provided with a caib and a ibot- 
guu, and there was no fcuv of his honesty 
or courage. 


"Things went oa very quietly for n 


couple ol years, and 1 was then employed 
as a sort of messenger boy by a restau- 
rant . lan who kept his place open all 
night. 
If a drunken mau came in, which

I had been obscrv- i 


ing things for two ycara, cilad you, and 
such an "innovation was not to be passed 
over. 
I explained to the man that it 


would be agaicst tho rules to admit him, 
and that he must see father the next day, 
and after discussing (he matter for a while 
he walked off. Then I gave four knocks 
on ilia door, and father opened it. He was 
iucliaed to ridicule my exciten.:nt, but 
linally came round to praise my caution. 
1 left at about the usual time, and was 
ghiu to find the streets deserted. 1 re- 
turned to the restaurant at l fast walk, 
bill no sooner had I reached ' it than 1 
wheeled about for the bank. It .struck me 
all nt ouee that the policeman had caught 
on to my four knocks, and that after I 
had gone the pair might seek to get father 
to the door by giving them. 1 dropped 
ihe dishes and started off at a run, and in 
three or four minutes was at the bank.

Although consumptio'.i is as common 


and fatal a complaint in South America as 
in any other portion of the globe, there is 
a class of persons resident in that country 
among whom the dread scourge is said 
never to have appeared. 
These are the 


inhabitants of the saladeros — a place 
where cattle are slaughtered ar.d dressed, 
and where sometimes the manufacture of 
beef extract is carried on. 
A gentleman 


rceent'.y returned from Argentine Kepub- 
lie, in talking of the subject with a re- 
porter, said:" "In former years, cattle in 
my country, that is, South America, were 
slaughtered simply for then- hides, bones 
and tallow, whicn were articles of export. 
The meat, except such as the butchers 
iu the different cities chose to carry away, 
was stacked out on the plaius and was 
eaten up by quicklime. The places where 
the work of killing the cattle was and is 
carried on. were and arc still known :is 
saladeros. They are large enclosed spaces 
in the open country, generally some ilis 
litucc remote from, other habitations. 
Tlu 


people employed in the business live with hi 
the enclosure and form a little colony by 
themselves. 


"From live to ten thousand head of Cat- 


t'iC are slaughtered in these saladeros every 
dny. Necessarily there is a constant odor 
of fresh blood, which to those uuaccus 
tonied to it is decidedly unpleasant. Con 
sumption, however, has never been known 
among persons who iivc iu these saladeros, 
and, 
strange as it may appear, persons 


who were so affected and through some 
circumstar.ee or anouicr went into one of 
these places to live, have speedily recov- 
ered. 
At first the medical men of the 


country reasoned that their diagnoses were 
in error, but as the result was the same 
time al'tfir time, they came to look upon 
the matter in a different light ar.d now de- 
clr.rc that a residence in a saladeros will 
heal an ulcerated Ir.ng and entirely destroy 
the germs of consumption. The process 
is slow, however, and a cousumntivc must 
be patient and content to live in one of 
these places a considerable length of time. 


Persons who go there and remain only .1 


little while show a great improvement, but 
if they come away before they are entirely 
well they are liable !o relapse into their 
former slate. 1 understand that a resi- 
dence of from eighteen months to two 
years iu a saladeros will cure almost any 
case of phthisis. 
Ono of the most notable 


cures, aud one that was primarily tho 
cause of inquiries being made on the sub- 
ject, was that of Donna Florenlina de 
'Cibcls, wife of Jaime Cibels, of the firm 
of Cibels Hermauos, of Buccos Ayres.
